Union Withdraws Brief; 

Evidence Revealed Pillar, Prior 

to Accidlent was Well Timbered 

The inqUest enquiring into the 
deaths of Robert Wilson and Fred 
Siugg in MlcGil'livray Creek mine 
accident on Monday, Oct. 18, was 
held on Friday evening at 7:30 
with 'Coroner D. McPherson pre¬ 
siding, the jury comprising Har¬ 
old Hougihton, foreman; L. S. 
Richards, J. Lipovski, R. R. Pat- 
tinson, 0. Fiedler and E. Salva¬ 
dor. 

Coroner McPherson gave a 
brief resume of what had trans¬ 
pired in releasing the bodies for 
burial. Mack Stigler had iden¬ 
tified the body of Fred Siugg and 
Havelock Hulbert that of Rbbert 
Wilson. 

The coroner announced that Mr. 
Evan Morgan was present to rep¬ 
resent the Dept, of Lands and 
mines; Mr. Leslie McDonald rep¬ 
resented McGillivray Creek Coal 
and Coke Co. Ltd., and T. A. Mc- 
Cloy represented the families and 
the U.M.W.A. 

A. E. Graham, McGillivray 
Creek mine surveyor, submitted 
blueprint copies of the scene of 
the accident after the bodies had 

been recovered. " 

He answered several questions 
asked by Mi'. Morgan and the 
jury. Mr. McCloy endeavored to 
ask a question but was ruled out- 
of- oi-der hy the coroner. A few 
minutes later he again endeavor¬ 
ed to ask a question and the cor¬ 
oner again refused adding that 
the company and the union rep¬ 
resentatives had only listening 
briefs and that questions could 
only be asked by them upon the 
discretion of the coroner. 

Harry Wteltons, driver boss of 
No. 1 level, stated he 'was only 
aware an accident had taken place 
when he visited 168 pillar. He 
saw no lights and no men. 'Went 
for help and then phoned the pit 
boss Havelock Hulbert. Witness 
further added that he saw only 
rock, mine clothes and water cans 
at the scene of the accident and 
heai-d some falling rock. He had 
heard no unusual sounds and had 
last seen the two miners lights 
at 1:35 p.m. 

After the witness had answer¬ 
ed ques'tions from Mr. Morgan 
and jury the corner asked the 
union representative if he wished 
to question witness. The latter 
asked why he should be allowed 
to question this witness and not 
the first. When called to order by 
the coroner he stated he was 
iwithdrawing the union brief from 
this inquest, and withdrew from 
the chambers. 

Mike Kubica, a miner who 
worked in an adjoining pillar to 
the deceased miners. He stated he 
had heard a big rock fall or slide. 
As it iwas almost quitting time he 
had not investigated but went 
down the entry where he had told 
the driver boss. Upon the driver 
boss’ return he, along with other 
miners, :went iflack to the scene 
of the accident. He did not know 
where the deceased mmera had 
been working. He later found their 
clothes. He had looked for the 
missing, men and had tried to get 
into the place but had been un¬ 
able to do so. 

Robert Campbell, late Robert 
Wilson’s regular partner. He had 
not Ibeen'at work the day of the 
accident. Had worked on Satur¬ 


day. 168 pillar was his regular 
working place and he and Mr. 
Wilson had been working there 
about a year and a half. Condition 
of the place on Saturday had ap¬ 
peared to be alright and was iwell 
timbered. There was no shortage 
of timber. The place was a little 
ragged but safe. The battery had 
been built of heavy timber. 

Mike Ryzmar, timber packer. 
He stated deceased miners had 
never been short of timber and 
always had a plentiful supply. 
Folloiwing the accident surplus 
timber had been found. 

Edgar Allen, Fireboss of the 
shift at time of the accident. He 
had inspected 168 pillar at 12:45 
and thought accident had occurred 
at approximately 2:15 p.m. He 
first learned of the accident at 
five minutes to three at the lamp 
house and had been told that 
two men were trapped at 168 and 
immediately went back into the 
mine. Wlhen-he reached the scene 
he saw much rock and also that 
the timbers had been siwept out. 
He, with other officials, had siz¬ 
ed up the situation. Everything 
was quiet. He thert-^oceeded up 
to the point where l^had last 

chased back as the place again 
started to work. He however, 
reached the places where Wilson 
and Siugg were eventually found. 
At 12:45 he had found the place 
in good condition with no sign of 
danger. The miners had just fin¬ 
ished putting up some timber. He 
stated the deceased workers had 
been safe workers. 

Arc'hie Beveridge, fireboss of 
the shift immediately preceding 
accident. He had inspected the 
place at 5:20 a.m. and found it in 
good condition. It was well tim¬ 
bered, having no broken timber. 
He had pegged Wilson that morn¬ 
ing and had discussed the place 
with him. 

Havelock Hulbert, pit boss. Had 
seen place at approximately 12: 
45. He did not know the time of 
accident. Place was fair. There 
had been a previous slide which 
made it impossible to timber 
properly the g,ob. He added that 
the roof was sufficiently timibered 
at the face and gave a detailed 
description of the timber back 
from the face. The general condi¬ 
tion of the place was good. 

He had a conversation with Wil¬ 
son at the time of his visit and at 
that time had not noted any signs 
of a squeeze although he had been 
alert to any dangerous noises. 

Siugg, he added, had been found 
about five feet above the high 
side of the first crosscut 

Steve Ondros refused to give 
evidence due to the union having 
withdrawn its brief. 

The jury retired and about half 
and hour later returned writh a 
verdict that the two deceased 
miners had come to their deaths 
by a slide of rock at 168 pillar. 
No. 1 level. No. 2 seam, and that 
there was no blame attached to 
anyone. It recommended that as 
far as practicable the Aearest. 
crosscut to the face be kept open 
as a measure of safety.

Many Problems 
Are Expected 


It is apparent that agriculture will share fully with, 
other groups in having many difficult problems 
with which to deal after the war, and it is felt 
that in this, as in all other problems, some prep-| 
arations should be made to meet the difficulties which will arise. The 
Canadian Federation of Agriculture has recently made a number of recom¬ 
mendations to the agricultural sub-committee of the parliamentary com-| 
mittee on post-war reconstruction. These recommendations advised, among; 
other things, a "long-term national planning through a comprehensive] 
marketing and production program for agriculture.” It was further stated 
that “unless we are much better prepared to meet the dislocations of the 
post-war years than we were after the First Great War, a disastrous 
collapse in our agriculture is possible.” The farmers of WesterA Canada 
withstood the trying conditions of drought and depression during the 
“thirties”, and they are now carrying on steadfastly in spite of labour 
shortages and wartime restrictions, which present many difficulties. It 
is to be sincerely hoped that post-war conditions both here and abroad will 
be such as to provide sound prosperity for this great food-producing area of 
our Dominion.

Eye Disease | 

Research Into The Cause Of Blindness 
And Other Problems j 

Oxford University, London, is to j 
create a Department of Opthalmology 
whose activities will include research 
Into the causes of blindness and into 
the problems of eye disease, teach¬ 
ing, and the treatment of patients. 
Lord Nuffield has already presented 
£25,000 ($111,000) for the promotion 
of research in this field. The newly 
formed University Opthalmological 
Research Endowment Committee is 
aiming at raising a further £250,000

dow research laboratories at Oxford. 


Mobile Baths 

Being Used In The Industrial Centres 
Of Great Britain 

Mobile baths are being used in 
some industrial centres in Great Bri¬ 
tain where war movements of popu¬ 
lation have resulted in an inadequate 
number of baths. There are fifteen 
mobile bathrooms operating through¬ 
out the country, able to supply, free 
of charge and with towels and soap 
included, up to 2,000 baths a week. 


To produce 1,000,000 pounds of 
war goods daily, an ordnance plant 
must haul in and out 18,000,000 
pounds of material, enough to fill 500 
freight cars.

Accommodation for New Mine Workers 

Farm labor is being encouraged by the federal 
government to go into the coal mines during their off 
season and aid the production of coal. ' 

In all Pass towns the shortage of housing accom¬ 
modation is fairly acute, very few homes being va¬ 
cant. When these farm workers come to the Pass 
many will no doubt desire that they be given homes 
to accommodate their families. 

We read in the press this week where the federal 
government will kiild another of their expensive 
prisdner-of-war camps in eastern Canada near val¬ 
uable timberlands, the prisoners to aid in cutting 
vitally needed lumber. If they can build these war 
camps to aid the lumber industry, why can’t federal 
authorities come to the Pass and make arrange¬ 
ments for building a littk^ownsite centrally located 
in the Pass for new mine labm*, trucks each morning 
to be available to transport the men to the various 
mines? Coal production certainly ranks in e(|ual im¬ 
portance with lumber. 

Will Try for Loan Quota Within Week 

Coleman’s Victory Loan committee has set itself 
the task of raising its .$102,000 quota by this week 
end or very early next week. It is a hard assignment, 
but certainly not an impossible one. Local citizens 
have taken an entirely different vieviioint on bonds 
and now wish to accumulate as many as possible. 

If all prospective Fifth Victory Loan purchasers will 
make it a point of buying their bonds within the nex^ 
two or three days there is no doubt but tl|||k)cal loan 
committee will meet its objective. Buy from the can¬ 
vassers, the bank or Loan Headquar'tei's. 

(’oleman Union Cemetery 

The union cemetery is fast filling up and within a 
short period of time the council will have to give the 
matter of a new cemetery its serious consideration. 

It has been suggested that the ground lying immedi¬ 
ately north of the present cemetery be fenced in and 
used. This is a good suggestion and will probably be 
adopted. Another matter that should be considered, 
however,.is a good roadway into the new cemetery. 
The present road leading off Sixth street leaves 
much to be desired. In the first place it^^^^steep; 
secondly, winter frosts make it dangerous; Uiirdly, 
heavy snoivs make it almost impossible to climb at 
times, and fourthly, the spring thaws tend to cut it 
up and make it rough. A new^' road winding along 
Sixth street, u)) jiast Boulton’s and thence to the new 
cemetery would be ideal. It would lack steep bills and 
the snow plow' would be easily able to keep it clear 
in winter. It would be a good idea to classify this im¬ 
provement under the i)Ost-W'ar reconstruction pro¬ 
jects.

Investigate Results 
of Long Holida/ 

Forms surveying the results of 
the extended holiday for Alberta 
schools are now out to various 
centres of the Province, it has 
been announced by Dr. G. Fred 
McNally, Deputy Minister of Edu¬ 
cation.

Applying ,to boys and 
girls between the ages of 13 and 
16, it asks how many were engag¬ 
ed in farm work and in gainful 
employment other than farming 
during period September 1st to 
October 10th.

Parcels for Overseas 

Here are some suggestions 
from V. Richards McDonald for 
those boxes for overseas. The 
limit is 11 pounds for those in the 
services and 6 pounds for civ¬ 
ilians. Postage is 12c a pound. 
Make sure you address your par¬ 
cels for those in the service in 
care of their unit, otherwise if 
sent to an outside address they 
may have to pay duty on it. Have 
the return address on the out¬ 
side of the parcdl and put a slip 
of paper inside containing the 
sending and return addresses. 
Suitable cardboard boxes and 
gummed tape can be bought for the 
purpose as well as heavy wrapping 
and cord. Articles inside the box 
may Ibe attractively wrapped in 
Christmas paper, etc. to add a per¬ 
sonal touch. 

Now for some “do’s” and 
“don’ts”— 

1. Remember the boys are not 
hungry—the foods you send them* 
should be .extras or Tittle luxur.- 
ies. However for prisoners of 
war, do consider the calorie and 
vitamin content. 

2. Buy small packages of things 
—for variety’s sake. 

3. Send things they can eat 
with theif fingers. 

4. Don’t send anything in glass 
containers as theyTl break for 


sure—use tins and small cartons. 

6. Don’t send matches. 

6. Don’t send, fresh food of any 
kind. 

7. Remember articles or foods 
with strong odors, e.g. soap, bulk 
coffee, etc., spoil other foods un¬ 
less carefully packaged. 

Cookies, cakes and candies that 
keep we'll &re always appreciated, 
also sweetened chocolate drink 
preparations or the new prepar¬ 
ed coffee. Make and send candy in 
a solid block—pour into carton or 
till container lined with wax 'pa¬ 
per. 'Cut cookies the size of car¬ 
ton or Ib^ing powder tin, ^en 
pack with 'wax or tissue paper be¬ 
tween each. Bake fruit, banana, 
lieanut butter breads and fruit 
cakes in baking powder or cof¬ 
fee tins lined with wax paper and 
send in the tin.

A WORD OF CAUTION 


TO MEN OF MILITARY AGE 
AND TO THEIR EMPLOYERS 


National Selective Service Civilian Reflations authorize the 
Minister of Labour to require that nlmle employees furnish 
their employers with evidence that tn«y have not failed to 
comply with National Selective Service Mobilization 
Regulations (i.e., the Military Call-Up). 

It is intended that an order will be issued shortly, requiring 
employers to carry out the necessary check on their male 
employees, and to report any men who do not produce the 
required evidence of compliance. 

The check up will cover every male employee who has 
reached the age of 18 years and six months and has not 
reached his 38th birthday. The man will have to show 
evidence in one of the following forms:—

4. Dockage up to 3% is al¬ 
lowed. Dockage above 1% 
cannot be charged for, and pay¬ 
ment will not be made for the 
difference in weight between 
1% and the actual dockage. 


1. Wheat, up to 14 bu. per 
authorized acre and one car of 
oats and/or barley over the 
quota may be shipped. 

2. Every seller must apply to 
the Canadian Wheat Board, 
Winnipeg, for a permit to ship 
each carload before loading 
for shipment. 

3. Cars shipped will be in¬ 
spected at Winnipeg for grade 
and dockage. On the basis of 
sample inspection, certificates 
will be issued by the Board of 
Grain Commissioners, for cars 
held “too full” for regular 
inspection. The Inspection Cer- 
tifica^ establishes the grade 
and dockage.

5. Eleva or scale tickets or rail¬ 
way weights must accompany 
the bill of lading.

A man who has responded to a direction 
from a Registrar of a Divisional Mobili¬ 
zation Board, to report for medical 
examination under Mobilization Regu¬ 
lations, should have either a certificate 
of unfitness or an order for postpone¬ 
ment of military training from the 
Divisional Registrar. (A man entitled 
to either document who has lost his 
copies should immediately apply to the 
Divisional Registrar who issued the 
original, for a duplicate.) 

A man who has been rejected on appli¬ 
cation for voluntary enlistment in the 
Army since the beginning of the war, 
should have a certificate showing that 
be was rejected through medical unfit¬ 
ness. (If a man entitled to such a 
certificate does not possess it, he should 
apply to the District Military Head¬ 
quarters of the District in which he 
applied for enlistment, in order to pro¬ 
cure the necessary form.) 

A man in the designated classes who has 
not reached his 38th birthday, who was 
married as at July 15th, 1940, or who. 


(i) A man who is not subject to the 
Mobilization Regulations because he is 
an enemy aliek-who has not made 
application for naturalization may 
obtain a certificate from a registrar of 
his Divisional IVIobilization Board indi¬ 
cating that the Mobilization Regula¬ 
tions do not apply to him and such 
certificates must be obtained by all 
such enemy aliens: 

(ii) A man who is an alien and neither 
a national of Belgium, Czechoslovakia, 
The Netherlands, Norway, Poland, the 
United States nor Yugoslavia and has 
not applied for naturalization may be 
relieved of his duty under Mobilization 
Regulations, but he gives up his right 
to future Canadian citizenship after 
the war; where such men have applied 
for such relief and been granted such 
status, certificates will be issued by 
registrars in appropriate cases.

GOVERNMENT SUBSIDIES AVAILABLE 


As announced by the Dominion Government, the subsidy ol 
10c per bushel on oats and 15c per bushel on barley applies 
on oats and barley sold by any western farmer to a farmer or 
feed dealer east of Fort William-Pon Arthur. Special appli¬ 
cation must be made to the Canadian Wheat Board, Winnipeg, 
in order to secure payment. Special forms for this purpose 
will be provided by the Canadian Wheat Board on request 
These subsidies will also be paid on community sales between 
farmer and farmer in western Canada, provided the farmer 
delivers the grain over an elevator scale and meets other 
requirements of the Wheat Board. 


This caution is issued to facilitate compliance with the order 
which is proposed. A reasonable interval will be allowed to 
permit men to provide themselves with whatever document, 
as referred to above, they may be entitled to held. 


Employers are requested to give notice of this proposal 
to their male employees, to facilitate the operation of 
the order when issued.

Old Line Parties Discredite** 

States Hansell; Coldwell 

Being Built up. 

The meeting was cailled to order 
by Chairman Fed Antrobus who 
introduced the speakers of the 
evening Mr. E. G. Hansell, M.P. 
for this constituency and Mr. E. 
0. Duke, M.L.A. 

Mr. Hansell; the first speaker 
took as his theme an appraisal of 
the political situation in Canada. 

“We need an effective democ¬ 
racy”, the speaker declared. “De¬ 
mocracy in Canada ends in the 
ballot box in many instances. 
When election time comes the 
voter will have to choose be¬ 
tween the old line parties, the 
CjCjF., the Progressive Labour 
party and the Social Credit party.” 
The 8pea.ker Ibelieved that the 
old parties have come to be dis¬ 
credited in the opinion of the Ca¬ 
nadian elector. This he substan¬ 
tiated by pointing to the result 
of the recent elections in Ontario 
where the Liberal party was de¬ 
feated and the Conservatives, al¬ 
though returned to power, have 
not a clear majority. Prime Min¬ 
ister King was designated as the 
most astute poilitician in Canada, 
—a greater party, than a national 
leader. 

Turning to the C.C.F. Mr. Han¬ 
sell stated that he believed the 
Leader of that party, Mr. Cold- 
well, to be a perfectly safe man 
to put in Ottaiwa, so far as the 
‘Big Shots’ are concerned. In his 
attitude toward Canada’s contri- 
Ibu/tion to the war, the speaker 
declared, Mr. Coldwell had been 
changeful and inconsistent. In 
.recent months there bad been a 
distinct ‘Build up’ for Mr. Cold- 
well by the C.B.C. and by a num¬ 
ber of big publieations; such in¬ 
terests Iwill not “Build up one 
whom they cannot control,” Mr. 
Hansell declared. 

If a choice had to Ibe made 
between Mr. Coldwell and Mr. 
Tim Buck, the speaker considered 
the latter to be much the better 
choice. 

However, the “Social Credit 


philosophy offers more than that 
offered by Mr. Buck, and at the 
same time retains Canadian free¬ 
dom; it offers an effective democ¬ 
racy.” 

The second speaker, Mr. E. 0. 
Duke, M.L.A., spoke briefly of the 
method by which poiwerful finan¬ 
cial interests ever seek to divide 
that they may rule the people’. 
He paid a sihcere tribute to the 
late Premier Aberhart and ex- • 
pressed his confidence in his pres¬ 
ent leadbr (Premier Manning) as 
“a clean, honest and God-fearing 
young man.” 

After giving ample time for 
questions from the gathering, the 
meeting was closed by singing 
the National Anthem.

To Save Fuel 

Maintain High Humidity In The] 

Home And Be More Comfortable 

A favourite summer complaint Is] 
"It’s not the heat, but the humidity." 
In the winter, however, they become 
words of wlqdom. By maintaining] 
high humidity in the home, house' 
holders will be more comfortable 
even though temperatures are lower. 
On top of that, they will save many 
a shoveful of coal. 

Even if it were not necessary to 
save every bit of fuel possible, 
health alone would indicate plenty of 
moisture in the air. In winter the 
air is dry and thirsty. It must ob¬ 
tain moisture from somewhere, and 
that somewhere is often from an in-| 
dividual’s body and nasal passages. 
Doctors agree that there would be 
fewer colds and pose infections .if] 
humidity were higher in Canadian 
homes. 

There are several simple things 
that will help to ■ maintain higher 
humidity. Here are a few of them: 

Keep the pan in the hot air furn¬ 
ace, if there. is one, well-filled with 
water. If this is not sufficient, place 
cans of water just inside the regis¬ 
ters, not where they’ll show, but 
where they will do their work effec¬ 
tively. 

After taking a bath, leave the hot 
water standing in the tub until it is 
cold. At’ the same time ieave the 
bathroom door open so that the' 
moisture can penetrate into the other 
rooms. 

Potted plants make good humidi¬ 
fiers, if they’re kept well-watered. 
Their porous pots literally ooze mois¬ 
ture. 

Homes heated by stoves need have 
no humidifying problems. Just keep 
a kettle of water standing on the 
back of the stove

Wheat Surplus I 

More Wheat Has Been Sold Since' 
The War Began 

A new peak in the carry-over 
stocks of wheat in Canada, the 
United States, Australia, and Argen¬ 
tina was reached at the close of the 
crop year 1942-43, states a recent 
issue of the Monthly Review of the 
Wheat Situation. These four coun¬ 
tries had a combined surplus of 1,- 
578,000,000 bushels of wheat, or 157,- 
000,000 bushels more than they held 
a year ago. Four years of war have 
witnessed a steady rise in wheat- 
surplus stocks in the major export¬ 
ing countries. This accumulation 
has sometimes been attributed to 
loss of export markets, but this, the 
Review points out, is not supported 
by statistics. In actual fact, this] 
group of countries has disposed of' 
about 400,000,000 bushels more wheat 

the four war years than in the four ] 
years preceding the outbreak of hostil¬ 
ities, taking into account both exports 
and domestic utilization of wheat.
